A special ussesmeut of $2 a month 
on each member of th e union h « 8 h ern 
running for four month s. 
As th ere 
are about 10.000 members of th e un­ 
ion. th is sh ould raise $20.000 a month 
in addition to th e usual and ordinary 
revenues raised for maintenance of 
th e union. 
Th e union h ad someth ing like $32,- 
000 in its treasury wh en th e dy na­ 
mite troubles started, about eigh teen 
month s ago. 
Since October last th ere 
h ave been special assessm ents every 
month for defense purposes. 
“Th at is an affair of th e officers of 
th is union,” said President Frank M. 
Ry an, wh en asked h ow much money 
h ad been raised for th e defense. “Wh y 
don’t y ou ask th e Erectors’ association 
h ow- much money it h as and h ow 
much it h as spent?”
